Four Traffic Deaths, 222 


Injuries; Flood Dam- 


age Reported 


LOS ANGELES.—Collisions and au- 


tomobile upsets in Friday's dbwnpoui 
resulted in four traffic deaths and a 
total of 222 traffic injuries, 10 of them 
probably fatal. 


The holiday storm neared cyclonic 


fury at Sawtelle, where heavy wind 
wrecked garages, unroofed small build- 
ings and uprooted trees. Heavy run- 
off water washed out the supports of 
electric wire supports near the Wash- 
ington and Brendo street intersection 
and the live wires fell sputtering into 
the streets. At other points live wires 
were blown down and several persons 
narrowly escaped electrocution. 


Storm drains proved' insufficient to 


carry off rain water in several areas. 
The water poured into basements and 
lapped over bungalow foundations. 
One house was undermined by water 
and caved in. 


The rain turned the streets of Cul- 


ver City, a suburb, into veritable riv- 
ers, two feet deep. Portions of Long 
Beach were inundated and rough wa- 
ter caused postponement of the Christ- 
mas celebration aboard the U. S. S. 
Nevada in the Navy anchorage at San 
Pedro until Saturday.

government changed the period for 
possession of ducks. He said the com- 
mission has held that the provision al- 
lowing possession 10 days after the 
cloe of the season applies to any sea- 
son fixed' by federal regulations and 
not to ta fixed date. JpenoUy-for vio- 
lation of this provision is a fine of 
from $10 to $200.
